Newhouse wins housing 
seat by four-vote 


Wilmington's election came to a 
heart-pounding climax Saturday 
evening with a four-vote margin in the 
race for a seat on the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. Warren Newhouse 
narrowly defeated Vaughn Surpre- 
nant in a contest that see-sawed as the 
votes were counted. 

‘The final votes to be added were the 
absentee ballots, 41 of them. Before 
they were counted, Surprenant had a 
two-vote lead, 852-850. Of the absentee 
votes, 19 were for Newhouse, 13 for 
Surprenant, four for Elmer Parker 
with five blanks, 

Newhouse won the election, 869 to 
865, Parker received 214 votes. 

Surprenant had considered asking 
for a recount. On Tuesday night, 


however, he decided against such a 
request. His campaign manager, Bob 
DiPalma had discussed the matter 
with Town Clerk Pat Lynch, and had 
reported back to Surprenant that 
there was little or no chance of an er: 
ror. 

In other contests, incumbent select: 
men Aldo Caira and Rocco DePas: 
quale won re-election over Barbara 
Sullivan. DePasquale received 1427 
votes, Caira 1364 and Sullivan 786. 

Jay J. Donovan of Jones Avenue 
won a seat on the Wimington 
Redevelopment Authority, outdistan 
cing Kenneth Flewelling 1311 votes to 
378.

Warren Newhouse 
ran a very low-key campaign, spen- 
ding less than $75. His opponent spent 
about $400. 

‘One answer as to how he drew the 
votes could be that there are 869 peo- 
ple in Wilmington who believe in War- 
ren Newhouse 

Describing Warren Newhouse could 
begin with a few words about his 
business or his family. But the real 
Warren goes far beyond anything 
covered in usual descriptions. 

Warren is a self-employed land- 
scaper, with a myriad of side-intersts. 
He lives on Taft Road, with his wife 
Carol and their two sons, in the house 
where he was raised. Warren was one 
of nine children of Percy and Helen 
Newhouse. His name came from his 
birth date, Armistice Day, Nov. 11, 
1940, Warr-en' 
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Percy Newhouse was a World War I 
veteran who came to Wilmington in 
the 1930's. He bought land off Taft 
Road, land that included a lot of bare 
glacial rock. He made his living with a 
second hand truck. With nine 
children, his living was hard. Perey 
Newhouse, though, always paid his 
bills. 

‘There is hardly a person who went 
through Wilmington schools in the last 
40 years who did not go to school with 
a Newhouse. Before Percy's children 
had finished school, his grandchildren 
were close behind 

‘The Newhouse family has become 
well-known in town, through their 
various exploits in business and 
athletics. The Newhouse family has

Heavy damage at Tewksbury DPW building

Wilmington in the past thirty years has had a large number of subdivisions built with 
single-family homes. A single family home is desirable in many cases, for it offers advantages 
to a young and growing family 

A major disadvantage of the single family home is that a subdivision consumes a large 
amount of open space. Large tracts:of land are carved into several small parcels. The resulting 
yards are not at all undesireable, but lost are the open spaces that many people treasure, both 
for esthetic and environmental purposes. 

PRD zoning addresses both the need for housing and the need for open space. The 
developed portion of a tract of land would not exceed 30 percent, leaving generous open space 
areas for the enjoyment and protection of the residents and their neighbors. 

The PRD zoning erticle in the town warrant was presented by the Wilmington Planning 
Board, last year. {t had re¢eived a long and serious study. The town meeting last year gave ita 
majority vote, fed in favor, 122 opposed, short of the two thirds vote needed to bring about azon- 
ing by-law change. 

‘The wording of the proposed zoning change is such as to leave absolute control of any pro- 
posed PRD zoning in the hands of the town meeting. After the PRD zoning has been accepted by 
the town, then each individual area in-which such zoning is proposed must be presented to the 
town meeting for final decision. The people of Wilmington will be in complete charge. Nothing 
can be done without town meeting approval. 

Developer Paul Butt has submitted the Planning Board article for consideration by the 
voters at the 1981 town meeting. The Wilmington Chamber of Commerce supports the article,

The recall petition 


Article 19 of the annual town 
meeting of Wilmington will be one 
that will probably stir some discus- 
sion next Saturday. That was the arti- 
cle voted in the special town meeting 
on December 8, 1980, asking for recall 
provisions for elected officials. 

The article was incorrectly worded. 
‘The history of the proposing of the ar- 
ticle left much to be desired. Now the 


roponegly seek possibly to regularize 
it, by having Rep. James Miceli in- 
troduce legislation to the Great and 
General Court. 

It will be recalled that the 
Moderator, in the December 8th 
meeting, ruled that a two-thirds vote 
was necessary, to adopt the article. 
He will probably make the same rul- 
ing Saturday, but this time it will be at 
an annual town meeting, not a Mon- 
day night special. The article faces 
difficulty, just because of that fact. 

When Wilmington adopted its pre- 
sent form of government, the so- 
called town charter, it first appointed 
a study committee, by town meeting 
vote. That committee studied the pro- 
blem, and conducted public hearings 
in which proponents and opponents 
could speak and debate. Then a for- 
mal presentation was made to the 
town meeting, for a town meeting 
vote. 


Since then there have been study 
committees appointed, from time to 
time, to study proposed changes in the 
town bylaws, There have been 
regularly constituted public hearings, 
where the questions could be debated, 
and then a recommendation to the 
town meeting, for a vote. 

‘That is the way the charter should 
be changed, if a change is to be made. 
This, the self appointed committee of 
December last failed to do. There 
were no public hearings. There were 
no public discussions. The vote was a 
strong one in favor, because the 
meeting was on a Monday night. That 
however did not improve the wording, 
nor the legal context. 

If the proponents are serious about 
their proposal to amend the charter 
they should present a motion to the 


town meeting asking that a study 
committee be appointed, as the first 
step. 

If the town meeting votes in favor. 
and if a committee is appointed, and 
has public hearings and debates, then 
a report can be made to the town 
meeting at a regular session 

Perhaps then there may be a recall 
provision in the town charter. If it is 
voted it will be known as one that was 
adopted only after duly constituted 
rules and debate had taken place, and 
the town meeting, properly warned, 
had approved.

It was Basil Weatherbee who did the 
job of getting Stanley to be at the polls 
at the right time Basil is also a past 
master of the lodge of Masons 
Whatever tale he told Stanley to get 
him to the polis, it was accepted 

Stanley spent the time at the polls 
talking with the publisher of this 
paper about the Kick-a-Poo Indians of ~ 
Wilmington. That's an old story, it 
goes back a number of years. The 
publisher wrote a story back in 
‘August 1967 

The Kick-a-Poo Indians came to 
town sometime prior to the Spanish 
American War, and established 
themselves in the Ames Hall building, 
in Wilmington Square. Whether or not 
they were genuine Indians was never 
proven, but they had all sorts of 
nostrums to sell,and a good line of 
sales patter. They had a beverage, 
probably at least 20 percent alcohol, 
which could cure anything between 
baldness and in-grown toe nails. 

It was a grand two or three weeks, 
in the annals of Wilmington. The 
publisher of this paper had forgotten 
having written the story, but not the 
story itself 

‘The story came from a gentleman 
named George McIntosh, George's 
father, also named George, was a ship 
master, who according to Wilmington 
tradition first came to this town 
sometime before 1835, as a passenger 
in a Middlesex Canal barge. If the 
tradition is true Capt. George Mcln- 
tosh was the only person who can be 
named as having been a Wilmington 
person who was a passenger in a Mid- 
dlesex Canal barge. 

He bought land in Wilmington for

On a chilly, overcast Patriot's Day, 
the gun was fired at high noon and ap- 
proximately 8,000 marathoners inch- 
ed their way out of Hopkinton for the 
85th annual BAA Boston Marathon, 

The runners were beginning their 
grueling 26 mile, 386 yard journey into 
Boston, confident that the one necessi- 
ty each of them would require along 
the route - water - would be available 
They were confident of this because 
BAA officials informed them that 15 
YMCA branches would provide 
volunteers for nine watering stations 
(less than three miles apart) along 
the way. 

‘The North Suburban YMCA staffed 
the halfway-13 mile mark water sta 
tion in Wellesley. Preparations for 
this were coordinated by the YMCA’s 
Physical Director, Joe Dunn 

Six hundred gailons of water were 
brought to the site by a National 
Guard truck and trailer 
Guardsmen, Sargent 


Sirois, 
Brookline Fire Dept. provided the 
water. 

Around 11 a.m. YMCA volunteers 


began to arrive in Wellesley. Some 
had come in a van provided by the 
YMCA 

John and Marion Carrns arrived 
with friends John and Peg Daley, all 
of Woburn 

A YMCA member for over 20 years, 
Jim Trider came because he wanted 
to help out Joe Dunn and see the run 
ners. “I believe in community support 
for the YMCA," commented Joe 
“People at the Y are the greatest.”” 

Gordan Baty of Woburn brought his 
two children, Jan, 13 and Pete, 9 

Even YMCA Executive Director 
David Mering volunteered and 
brought along his young son to help as 
a waterboy. 

Bill Fallon, a printer from Woburn 
and member of the Men's YMCA 
Fitness Center, came to show his sup- 
port for the Y. 

Many volunteers were members in 
the Y's morning Adult Fitness Pro- 
gram instructed by Joe Dunn. Ann 
Berger, a lawyer, and Bob Stupp, a 
Senior Systems Analyst, both 
members of the Fitness Program 
came because volunteers were need: 


As each of the approximately 35 
volunteers arrived, Joe provided 
them with a white Boston Marathon 
tshirt and then put them to work. 

Large plastic trash barrels lined 
with clean trash bags were filled with 
water from the trailer's water buf 
falo. These barrels were placed by 
tables on each side of Route 135. On 
one side of the street, the tables were 
covered with paper cups filled with 
water. On the other side of the street. 
the tables contained paper cups filled 
with E.R.G. (a_vitamin-mineral 
drink), Powdred E.R.G. also called 
Gookinaid after the man who for- 
mulated it, was mixed in the barrels 
of water. Sponges were also provided 
for runners. 

About 1:15 p.m. the fun began as the 
first few runners appeared. At first 
the relay system of a few people fill: 
ing the barrels with water, others fill 
ing cups from the barrels to place on 
tables (each table held about 300 


cups), and still others carrying the 
cups to the side of the street to hand to 
_funners, all went very smoothly. But 
a half hour and about 3,000 runners

later, the water carriers couldn't 
hand the water fast enough to the run 
ners, and those filling the cups 
couldn't fill them quickly enough, and 
barrels of water were emptying faster 
than new ones could be filled!

Railroad, where the Wildcat and the Lowell tracks make a junction. 

The original station was moved, many years later to a site across from the present Fire 
House, where it still stands. Possibly it is the second oldest railroad building in the United 


States. 


The great locomotive race 


Gleason's Pictorial was a magazine 
published in the United States in the 
days before the Civil War. An 1851 
copy of that magazine, owned by the 
late Capt. George Hathaway US! 
had a drawing showing a locomoti 
contest which took place in Wilm 
ington in that year. Dr. Silas Brown, 
an ancestor of Capt. Hathaway, and 
owner of the building known as the 
Harnden Tavern probably was the 
original purchaser of that copy of 
Gleason's 

The drawing in Gleason's shows 
Main Street and the railraod known 
today as the Wildcat Railroad. It was 
quite evidently drawn from the site of 
the former Weinberg’s store, where 
the Reading Savings Bank is now 
under cosntruction. 

Gleason's, in 1851, reported: 


“A trial of speed came off at Lowell, 
Mass. not long since, between a 
number of iron horses; and as it 
presented an occasion of interest and 
attracted many people to witness it, 
we have sketched the same for our 
columns, and present it herewith. 

Of course we give it at a glance, as it 
appeared, and do not pretend to repre- 
sent its various stages. The engines 
were made to do their best, drawing 
heavy trains after them, at a speed 
varying from 40 to 50 miles to the 
hour. The distance run was nine miles 
exactly, and on this distance the 
general average was made up. 

A detailed account of the matter 
would be of no-interest at this time, 
and we, therefore give the readers of 
the Companion only a picture of the 
scene of the race course, etc., where 


iron horses contested for the palm. 

What would our good old Puritan 
forefathers hav half a century 
ago, at such an idea? These are, in: 
deed, fast times 

Blood horses are behind the age; 
nothing short of steam stands any 
chance of keeping pace with this go: 
ahead period, and even this motive 
power bids fair to be supplanted by a 
still more subtle agent ere many 
years shall elapse.” 

The railroad station in the middle of 
the picture was the terminal for the 
Wilmington & Andover Railroad. The 
Wilmington & Andover shortly after 
this picture was expanded toward 
Lawrence, and soon became the 
Boston & Maine Railroad 

Andover passengers would disem- 
bark at the Wilmington & Andover 


depot and walk southerly along the 
Boston & Lowell to beyond the present 
Burlington Avenue bridge, where the 
Wilmington station of the Boston & 
Lowell stood. The tracks of the Boston 
& Lowell are beyond the old Wilm- 
ington depot of the Wilmington & An- 
dover. 

‘Smoke from five locomotives show 
in the picture, Notice the well at left 
and the ‘‘round house” at right where 
locomotives were stored overnight, 
presumably for the Wilmington & An- 
dover Railroad. 

From this early picture it is easy to 
understand why the early passenger 
cars were called ‘‘gondolows" which 
is an old term meaning a scow-like 
boat. Hundreds of -passeners are 
seated in the five gondolows shown on 
the Wilmington & Andover track.

But researchers found other 
foods can actually relax you A slight 
change in diet, they contend, could make

‘The pioneer in these studies is Dr 
Ernest Hartmann, a psychiatrist af 
filiated with Tufts University Medical 
School in Boston. He has tested the effect 
of tryptophan: an amino acid found in 
dairy products and meat -on sleep 

Dr. Hartmann has given concentrated 
tryptophan tablets to thousands of 
patients since 1964, including normal 
sleepers, insomniacs and people 
bothered by nightmares. Repeatedly, the 
time it takes to fall asleep is cut in balf 

from an average of 20 minutes to 10 
minutes) for people taking one to five 
grams of tryptophan.

Eye exam a necessity 


At a recent all day scientific meeting of 
the New England Ophthalmological 
Society, David H, Scott, M.D., President of 
the Society commented on the need for a 
medical eye examination as compared to a 
vision examination 

“At this meeting," Dr. Scott observed, 
“some specific examples of the increasing 
knowledge of eye disease and bodily 
disorders affecting the eyes were 
discussed. The dramatic growth in such 
knowledge continues in an almost 
Reometric progression. What could only be 
suspected a few years ago, can now be 
definitively diagnosed. And, that’s the first 
Step toward treating or correcting any 
problem or disorder. 


‘AS one example of such increased 
knowledge,” continued Dr. Scott, “take 
temporal arteritis. This refers toa tender, 
inflamed blood vessel in the scalp. For the 
patients with this condition, usually an 
elderly individual, the possibility of losing 
the source of blod flow to the eye is a threat 
of greatest importance. The early signs 
and symptoms of temporal arteritis may 
be vague, atypical and misleading, but 
must not deflect the ophthalmologist from 
the appropria’ laboratory studies 
required for proper diagnosis. Only a 


medical eye examination will uncover 
such a problem properly. A vision 
examination wouldn'treveal it 

When asked to describe the condition in 
more detail, Dr. Scott added, “A cramp. 
like pain while chewing or tenderness of 
the scalp over the temple are charac 
teristic. The individual may feel generally 
ill and may be anemic 

As the disease progresses, there may be 
transient episodes of loss of vision in one 
eye. Therapy must be started im 
mediately, if the next stage, blindness in 
one or both eyes is to be avoided. While 
blindness is the most common severe 
result of this disease, strokes and heart 
attacks may occur as well. The afflicted 
peson is usually over 60 years old and has 
@ headache localized to the temple or 
jaw 

In response to the question of the results 
of treatment, Dr. Scott noted, “treatment 
involves the use of medication to reduce 
the inflammation in the vessels. This takes 
months and clase cooperation between an 
ophthalmologist (medical eye doctor) and 
an internist or neurologist. The treatment 
while not free of potentially serious side- 
effects, is effective and dramatically 
reduces the risk of loss of vision and other 
‘complications 

Dr. Scott continued,

the point about a medical eye examination 
and why everybody should have one at 
certain stages of life. A medical eye 
examination differs from a vision 
examination in that it includes a dif 
ferential evaluation of the entire ocular 
system and its relationship to the bodily 
functions. The examining physician not 
only covers the vision examination part 
but interprets, as a consequence of his 
medical education and training, the 
condition of the various parts of the eye 
such as the retina, macula, optic nerve 
lens, ete. Such an examination may not 
reveal the specifics of temporal arteritis 
that I have described but it will indicate 
the presence of a problem and the 
physician will then be able to proceed with 
studies necessary to diagnose this or other 
diseases 

We are not saying that someone 
shouldn't have a vision examination. What 
we are saying is that a person should have 
the knowledge that the eyes are healthy 
And, there is only one way to determine 
that have a medical eye examination. 
The number of correctable, treatable 
conditions today is vastly greater than just 
a few short years ago. Sight being as 
precious as it is to everyone, it is difficult 
to understand why more people do not 
have a medical eye examination

To put these national historic landmarks 
back on the right track, the City of San 
Francisco is actively renewing efforts to 
raise some $62 million to completely 
overhaul the system. 

The current fund-raising proposal calls 
for the US Department of Transportation 
to supply 80 percent of the required 
capital, or $49 million - the usual 
proportion allocated for mass-transit 
improvement projects. State and private 
matching funds would provide $3 million 
and $10 million, respectively, to account 
for the remaining 20 percent 

Government officials - including San 
Francisco Mayor Dianne Feinstein and US 
Sen. S. I, Hayakawa (R) of California, as 
well as privately organized fund-raising 
committees - are working hard to get the 
one-year campaign off to a strong start 
‘The 18- to 24-month cable-car restoration is 
scheduled to begin in October 1982. In 
addition, with federal spending reductions 
and federal budget cutbacks mandated by 
the Reagan administration, supporters of 
the rehabilitation effort hope to ensure 
federal appropriation of funds early in the 
administration. Virgil Caselli, president of 
the Committee to Save the Cable Cars, is 
optimistic that federal funding will be 
available 

Already the federal government has 
contributed $3 million to overhaul the only 
active cable-car system in the world. The 
Transportation Department is willing to 
provide an additional $6 million this year, 
according to Senator Hayakawa. And 
Mayor Feinstein is looking to the federal 

agency for a three-year, $4 million

Local 
corporations and foundations will be the 
target of the spring fund-raising effort 
Why does a 10-mile cable-car network 
need $62 million worth of repair? “The 
system needs to be totally rebuilt,”” said 
Walter Ware, superintendent of the 
Municipal Railways Cable Car Operations 
“The big machinery that propels the 
cables will be replaced, The cable-car 
barn (where the engines and driving 
mechanisms for the system are ldpated| 
will be gutted and its innards replaced. ”’ In 
addition, two new engines will be installed 
to help drive the cables, and some 10 miles 
of cable-car tracks throughout San 
Francisco will be ripped out and replaced 
The reconstruction work will not 
however, drastically alter the operation of 
one of the city’s most popular tourist at 
tractions. Since their first run down a San 
Francisco hill in 1873, the cable cars have 
operated according to the same fun 
damental procedure. Wrapped steel cables 
travel underground in an endless loop 
below the cable-car tracks and around a 
system of motor-driven pulleys and bright 
yellow wheels, 14 feet in diameter, located 
in the main cable-car barn, There are 
three different cables - one for each line 
through the city - witha pulley at the end of 
each line.

For the people of Massachusetts, the 
Fort Point Channel-Leather District photo- 
documentary project is a special gift: the 
preservation for all time — on film — of 
two once-bustling slices of Boston, now 
targets for extensive redevelopment. 

For Dorchester photojournalist Eugene 
Richards, the project, administered by the 
Artists Foundation, is an opportunity to 
utilize his unique talents to further that 
cause 

Richards is one of six recipients of 
Massachusetts Ar‘ Fellowships in 
photography charged with recording for 
posterity the changing Fort Point Channel 
and Leather District neighborhoods. The 
former, the city’s wharf Section, testifies 
to Boston's heritage as a center of ship 
ping. The latter, which includes the ar 
around South Station, continues to serve a 
vigorous but declining leather trade 

‘To be honest,’’ Richards said recently 
my initial reaction was that there were 
other areas of Boston — Roxbury, for 
example — even more imperiled, Boston is 
chewing itself up rapidly. You only have to 
walk Ubrough the North End to see that.

Eating your way to sleep 


normal food substance unlikely to be 
toxic or a drug of abuse 

If getting to sleep is a problem for you. 
a natural sleeping pill may be an at 
tractive alternative to prescription 
drugs, But would a bedtime snack high in 
tryptophan be as helpful as the tablet in 
promoting sleep” It is not so simple. 
doctors say, although this notion has 
gotten a good deal of publicity. Several 
magazines have incorrectly interpreted 
Dr Hartmann’s findings as proving that 
cheddar cheese or eggs before bedtime 
will put you to sleep 

Although cheese or an egg boosts the 
tryptophan level in your blood, only @ 
limited amount of this ends up in your 
brain and helps you sleep. The one to two 
grams of tryptophan consumed over the 
course of a day go to other parts of the 
body Otherwise you would fall asleep 
after every meal 

Research has discovered that tryp 
tophan-rich foods alone do not put you to 
sleep, since the tryptophan is often 
blocked on its way to the brain But a 
meal high th carbohydrates will 
guarantee sleep This is due to the fact 
that carbohydrates in the body remove 
many amino acids ‘other than tryp 
tophan) from the bloodstream. This 
allows tryptophan to go directly to the 
brain 

A bedtime snack high in car 
bohydrates can relax you A high car 
bohydrate diet may even eliminate sleep 
difficulties for some people, but it also 
causes nutritional and weight problems 


The way around this unpleasant side 
effect is to try eating a tryptophan: rich 
food with fruit, vegetables or whole 
grain cereal products beiore bedtime 
Milk, eggs. tuna, chicken, cottage 
cheese, cashews, cheddar cheese and 
soybeans contain high amounts of 
tryptophan) 

For example, in England, researchers 
have discovered that a bow! of cereal 
with milk is useful in helping insomniaes 
sleep 


How much of these foods do you need 
toeat to get drowsy a 


An apple and a piece of cheddar 
cheese, a slice of toast spread with 
cottage cheese. or a chicken sandwich 
can give you all that is’ necessary 

Remember not to go overboard- Large 
meals before bedtime may make you 
grogay. but they also cause discomfort 
and disrupt sleep patterns) 

Of course, not all researchers and 
doctors agree with these conclusions and 
suggestions regarding the use of tryp: 
tophan as a sleep inducer If you have 
any doubts or futher questions, it is 
recommended your consult your doctor 
on this subject 

All the same, the neXt time you are 
lying awake in bed you may want'to try a 
natural sleep remedy instead of a pill 
Listen to your stomach. A light, soothing 
snack may do more for you than rolling 
fitfully from side to side all night

Five dollars will buy you some fun at 
your local banks, Just ask any teller for 
two $2 bills and one Susan B. Anthony $1 
coin, shift tongue into cheek, and see what 
happens. 

“Oh, wow!" was the answer I got, 
followed by a pause, and then, "OK." She 
left her window and walked to the far end 
of the teller cages. Ina few minutes she 
returned with the offbeat currency in 
hand. 

“The only way we get these," she says, 
“is that occasionally someone shoves them 
at us and says, ‘Get rid of this! Give me 
Personally, " she confesses, 
“T like the $1 coins for laughs. If I buy 
something for, say, $1.85 I hand over two 
Susan B. Anthony coins. They stare at 
them and say, ‘What's this?’ " 

Around the corner at a savings and loan 
association, 1 pushed one of my crisp $2 
bills across the counter and asked for two 
$1 coins. Surprised but unwincing, the 
young man behind the glass reached for 
the silvery-looking coins, 

“Nobody wants ‘em,” he commented 
laconically.

People are afraid to give out one 
and lose 75 cents. The bank gave us 25 
before Christmas in case people wanted to 
give them as presents.

them. They are negotiable, though not 
redeemed with wild enthusiasm. They are 
current, though scarce as dragons’ teeth 

That to bank tellers and commercial 
cashiers, they are just a bother. 

-That because orders from commercial 
banks to the Federal Reserve System for 
these new denominations peaked only two 
or three months after they appeared and 
were promptly proclaimed a monetary 
flop by the press, few Americans have 
seen more than a few, and many have 
never seen either. 

‘That banks are not ordering the $2 bill 
and $1 coin, because their customers don't 
want them. But if they don’t hand them out 
routinely, their customers have no op- 
portunity to become accustomed to them. 

That what sounded like a bright 
bureaucratic idea to save between $20 
million and $24 million a year in minting 
and printing costs has been hard to sell to 
the American public, mainly because 
people resist changing their currency 
habits 

Canada’s $2 bill circulates there almost 
as heavily as its $1 bill, But the Treasury in 
Washington hasn't had an order from 
Federal Reserve Banks for a two-spot in 
two years. Production of them stopped in 
1978. 

“By popular lack of demand,” explains 
Harry R. Clements, director of the 
‘Treasury's Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, ‘‘the Federal Reserve System is 
not using them for circulation." 

When deuces do show up, the Fed's 25 
member banks quietly retire them to their 
vaults, Of 500 million printed, about 250 
million are now in storage. The govern: 
ment estimates that many of the 
remaining 250 million, rather than passing 
from hand to hand, are stashed away by 
serious collectors and hoarded by others 
just asa curiosity 

Dr. Alan J. Goldman, deputy director of 
the Bureau of the Mint, reports there isn’t 
much happening with the Susan B 
Anthony $1 coin, either. “We are slowly 
paying them out through the Federal 
Reserve Banks at the modest level of 
about $250,000 to $500,000 per week. But 
most banks are refusing to handle them. 
And as a result, most of the public is not 
seeing them 

“The only place I have seen them really 
moving is in Atlantic City and to a lesser 
extent Las Vegas. A number of slot 
machines in New Jersey use the Susan B. 
Anthony. And in various gaming parlors 
around the country, pinball machines are 
outfitted to accept the coin and give five 
plays for $1 instead of 25 cents apiece. But 
you don’t see them being handled by bank 

tellers, And that is critical." 

Of the $800 million minted, the Fed so far 
has paid out about $312 million. But many 
of these, like $2 bills, Dr. Goldman 
believes, have been stuck in drawers by 
people who think they will grow in value. 
“That is not the case,” he insists. 
Production of the SBA was halted in March 
1980. But in his opinion, “we have 
manufactured too many for them to 
become valuable."* 

Why all this fuss about replacing the $1 
greenback, anyway? It's the most popular 
form of American money, constituting 
about 60 percent of all currency required, 
with some 33 billion in circulation. The 
Mint prints about 24 billion new $1 bills a 
year at a cost of slightly less than 2cents a 
bill, or $45 million. As the population 
grows, demand for the $1 bill increases by 
about 5 percent a year. It circulates so 
freely that it lasts only about 18 mogths, 
‘compared with the Susan B. Anthony coin, 
which costs about 3 cents éach to mint, but 
whose life expectancy is 15 years or more

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‘These factors, combined with rising 
printing costs, led the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to revive the $2 
bill in 1976 as an economy measure, even 
though it had been removed from cir 

culation 10 years before because of public 
indifference. Simple arithmetic tells you 
that it's cheaper to make one $2 bill than 
two $1 bills. So the bureau at that time 
figured that replacing half the $1 bills in 
circulation with $2 notes would save it a 
hefty $7 million a year in printing costs 

A marketability study concluded that 
the $2 bill had failed before because it was 
not issued in sufficient volume (only $14 
million a year) to make it a familiar and 
useful part of the currency. Hence the 
decision to print 500 million of them. The 
study also showed that only 11 percent of 
people polled believed $2 bills were either 
lucky or unlucky. Although 51 percent said 
they didn't like the idea, 97 percent said 
they would accept them from retail store 
clerks 

However, a few months after the twos 
took their bow, they fell flat on their faces 
Banks reported that public acceptance 
was poor. Several governors complained 
about the trimming of the John Trumbull 
picture of the signing the Declaration of 
Independence on the reverse side of the 
bill, Fifteen signatures (from their states) 
had been cropped. They just didn't fit the 
bill 

One newspaper story concluded that the 
Treasury Department had a real turkey on 
its hands. The new $2 bill “has bombed 
badly," it reported. “If it had been a 
Broadway production, it would have 
closed on opening night, 

A Treasury spokesman lamented: “We 
have a better mousetrap and can't get it 
‘out the door.”” 

Christopher H. Lovelock, an associate 
professor of marketing at Harvard 
Business School who supervised the 
market survey by Harvard students, said 
retail establishment heads should have 
issued directives to clerks to hand out the 
twos in change. “Unless there’s a reversal 
in the habits of bank clerks, store clerks, 
and the public," he says, “‘this latest $2 
experiment is doomed to failure 

A similar unpopular early vote was cast 
against the Susan B, Anthony $1 coin 
honoring America’s battler for women's 
rights, the first real-life woman ever to 
appear on United States currency. Minted 
to replace the pocket drooping Ike dollar. 
the Anthony coin was introduced on July 2, 
1979. Within days, the press was reporting 
that people were getting the new silver 
colored alloy coin confused with the 
quarter. By early August the press was 
suggesting that the Anthony dollar was the 
Edsel of coins

money the way it is," a Federal Reserve 
Bank spokesman sighs 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
which turns out the paper money, and the 
Bureau of the Mint, which produces the 
coinage, had hoped the combination of the 
$2 bill and the $1 coin would eventually 
have done away with the need for the $1 
bill. Today the savings would amount to 
about $20 million a year 

Now the consensus is that the only way 
these denominations will ever fly is to 
withdraw the $1 bill. A proposal to do so 
met such anguished objection on Capitol 
Hill in 1979 that the effort was dropped 
Rep. Frank Annunzio (D) of Illinois said if 
Congress eliminated the dollar bill in favor 
of the dollar coin, “the Treasury Depart 
ment should be required to issue every 
American a pair of suspenders.” 

In January, Britain dismissed such 
congressional tomfoolery, and announced 
it is switching to the “round pound.’ 
Beginning in 1983, the L1 note, equivalent 
to about $2.40, will be gradually phased out 
with the introduction of a L1 coin. 

‘Our experience here,” Dr. Goldman 
says, “exactly duplicates the experience 
worldwide when a new instrument of 
either coinage or currency is issued. We 
are just proving once again that most 
people, given the choice, will choose that 
which they are used to using, namely the 
$1 bill. Unless at the very least we reduce 
the growth in $1 bill production, neither 
Susan B. Anthony nor the $2 bill will ever 
achieve widespread circulation 

In the new austere climate that blew in 
with the Reagan administration, is any 
thought being given to withdrawing the $1 
bill? 

“Not at the present time,” Dr, Goldman 
replies. “With the high-items budget and 
tax cuts, there is no interest whatever in 
getting involved in any controversial 
currency or coinage issues. We will just 
leave well enough alone here for a while 
Have the $2 bill and the $1 coin gotten a fair 
trial? 

“Absolutely not," Dr. Goldman shoots 
back. "In 1965, when the government 
issued the nonsilver dime and quarter, 
there was a public outcry for a month or 
two. The press beat us to death. But when 
the silver quarters and dimes were with- 
drawn, people started using the new ones 
They found out they were very satisfac. 
tory. Everything died down and six 
months later you didn't see a negative 
article in the newspapers 

‘But for the $1 coin and the $2 bill, there 
was never that kind of opportunity where 
really wide numbers of them were in the 
hands of the’ general public...The com 
mercial banks are th@Willains in this thing 
so far as | am concerned, because if these 
currencies don’t get through them, if they 
are a resistance point, they never get to 
the retailers or to the public 

As for the $1 coin, Stseph S. Sims, a 
spokesman for the Federal Reserve Board 
in Washington, agrees. 

‘We got a lot of bad publicity right from 
the beginning.” he laments. “Even before 
the coin came out, we started getting 
stories denigrating the coin because there 
wasa woman onit. Even before people had 
a chance to make up their minds, the press 
was telling them that they weren't going to 
like the coins and were going to confuse 
them with the quarter, I don’t think the 
banks ever gave it a fair chance. We got 
so many letters from people who said they 
could not get the coins 

Congresswoman Mary Rose Oakar (D) 
of Ohio, a member of the Banking. 
Finance, and Urban Affairs Committee, 
who fought hard to get a woman on the $1

Corrigan, says the banking, vending 
machine, and retail industries all sup- 
ported the $1 coin legislation, promising 
comprehensive public relations programs 
Vendors, she says, promised to retrofit 
machines other than those in gambling 

centers. All those promises, she charges, 
were broken. 

Public relations programs were not 
comprehensive. Many banks did not 
maintain an adequate inventory of the new 
coin, giving it out only in limited numbers 
People, she says, began thinking it wasn't 
legal tender. And certain retail outlets 
refused to accept it 
“Even here in the Capitol building,” she 
says, “our vending machines for snacks 
were never refitted. Our credit unions 
were not supplied an adequate inventory of 
the Anthony coin."* Nothing, she says, was 
ever done to adapt money-changing 
machines in. the nation's mass transit 
ystems, (Two years ago, however, the 
vending machine industry was reported to 
have converted 250,000 machines at a cos! 
of $25 million.) 

Representative Oakar's office doesn't 
discount sexism as contributing to the 
public’s rejection of the $1 coin. "We don't 
want to be hysterical about the issue,"" Ms. 
Corrigan says, “‘but we felt ridicule was 
easier to level and unfortunately more 
table and cute because there was a 
woman on the coin...1 think attitudes had a 
lot to do with this. Criticism transcended 
the practicality of the coin.’
